Above all she never e:q:)ected it ( the me ting at the Round Table Club) to be on

such a high level ,/\such important and prominent personalities participating 
in it and such a warm atraosphera arranged by thyliosts. KOLOS. O'/A compdiBuanted 
e[,:ain Source and NOvTTSL[YI,S.: Aluir/,IiCLLLlteLIiYY and others for the pleasant e\rening 
they arranged for their compatriots. 


For KOLOSSOVA tliis was a historical moment. For the first timythare Eiet 


Soviet Ukrainians i-ath emigres in a friendly atmosphere, not as energies cutting 
each other* s throat, but as mature people , sons of the same Mother, capable 
to discuss their corn on problems in a calm roanner v/ithout throvjing mud at 
each other. In her view , a new^j^^L in relations between Ukraine and emigration 
had been initiated last night at the George Wastengton Hotel, Her only trouble 
is v/hether those emigres irho are ready to cultivate contacts with UTcrainian 
people vrill have enough strength and resistance to endure the attacks of the 
rest of emigration against thera. She cannot emphasise strongly enough how much 
they in the U'^raine v/ero in need of eraigrea* help to profaote Ulcrainian 


matters in America and elsevrhere in the vrorld, 

KOLOSSOVA referred again to the group of eraigre cultural and political 


leaders that she v/ould like to welcorae in Ukraine, She counts on K’s help 
and hopes to see her with the whole group in

KOLOSSCy/A mentioned that Dr V.LEVYTSI'CYY v/as not admitted to the 
meeting and she had noticing against it. Source mentioned that POLTAVA v;as 
also asked to leave the room, "VJell - replied Kolos, sova - the old man (referiing 
to Levj''tslcyy) shoiild have no grudge, he had company", 

KOLOS OVA vras ip a hurry , getting ready for some reception in the 
Kisrdon or somewhere else and asked to excuse her. She wanted ,ho\>rever, to 
discuss "all pertinent problems more in detail tomorjow" and asked Source to 

visit her at the hotel ne:-ct day. Source agreed to come and to see them all to 

the Airport., 

2, Source also sa\i for a fevamiinuies KOZAIC, ZARUDrlYY, VILDE,BASH and 
the blonde secretary of KOL'jSSOVA, They exchanged a few v/ords with each other, 

VILDE told Source tliat the latter could not even imagine how grateful she was 
J:o her for the cocktail party and the meeting last night. After the meeting 

VILDE v/ent to i-iOROZ' house r/tiere she staj^ed again together v/i 

(N,B, Source invited ITERITYTSITYY to her house on explicit v;ish. of VILDE, KEPlvYTSKlT 
was member of Ulm’ainian Waiters Union in Lviv in 1939®l}'hey Imew each other 
from Lviv.) Early in the raoming the entire company'' brought her back to the hotel. 
According to VILDE the cocktail - party at Source's house was the breaking point 
in her group's situation. Prior to the party , they( tourists) were very much 
restricted in their movements, VILDE herself talked to her rela;^ives in Trenton, to 
KOSTIliK , but could not say anytliing. After the party K0L0S30VA gave "ne\r 
orders" that thej' are completely free in their movements and can talk about whatever 
they wani^ K0L03-5CJVA encoura^gad everybody to make contacts vdth anigres, 
drop all the reservations and behave like kmaaoc friends. 

In VILDE' S opinion all credit for that goes to Source and her Nev/ Yorlcer friends, 
VILDE as well as others described last night meeting as an liistorical 
event and were genuinely happy about it, 

BASH added that finally he saw people instead -^^prb^^feijvevtrash 
and iiis only wish v.'as to converse with those people as often as ■- osnible.

3* On 2 Dec 1964 around 14*00 hrs Source saw again KOLOS , OVA a t Governor 

aiinton Hotel as prearranged. She brought K0L0S30VA gifts for her and other nenbers/ 

of the group. Also two fountain-pens for LEVI3IiGKEi''iiK0 in Kiev, 

Source presented Kolossova v.lth a golden pin ( two small birds) and gave 

a similar one to VXLDE, KOLOSSOVA reciprocated with a dozen or so of painting^of 

Ukrainian contemporary artists, mostly landscapes. 

KOLOSSOVA asked again abouf'the concrete chances " to organize a group 

of eiiiigre cultural and political leader that she wanted to v/elcome in Kien 

in May /June 1965, Her main preocupation seemed to be v/hether "potential 

candidates" for such a trip vri.ll not retreat in case tte at’^ks against them

on the part of the rest /emigration vrlll becoraey|'behement. Source pointed to 
the meeting she had in Nev; York, and to similar once/ she can e>:pect in other 
cities in this country and in Canada, She jmfentioned also her ovm experience 
vrith her talks and reports on her visit to Ukraine v/hich contributed m uch to 
the creation of "a new atmosphere" araong emigrants, 

KOLOSSOVA asked vrfiom Source vrould recom end in Chicago trat would be 
helpful in organizing the meeting with her group. Source mentioned Dr LAPIGHAK 
editor of "Ukrainiai Life" as the most suitable choice, KOLOSSOVA seamed to 
have knovm already this name. 

Another tiring KOLOS WA v/anted Source to give some thought to, v/as an 
exhibition of Ukrainian painters from Kleii in Nevr York and other cities of 
this country. She v-jould like Source to arrange it in "the feasible future", 

Thay (from Kiev) vjould send the best they have to Nev; York "to irapress /imericans". 

In her opinion tlris v/ould promote "Ulzroinian matfers" along both lines - 
among emigres and Araerican public, but primarily araong the latter, 

on tiris occasion KOLOSSOVA stressed again hov; much they (in Kiev ) 
vrere in need of emigres’ help an.d hov; hj.ghly they appraised the anigres’

"hampers everytljing Ukrainian'' and they know about it in Ikov for sure.

KOLOSSOVA complained severily about Hurok "v/ho betiaves just like 
the State Daaprtment", According to her he '/ent so far that when YIRSICYI was 
here in New York he (Hurok) forced him to drop from hJLs program " a very 
pafebiotic dance iji vrliich a U-^ralnian mother presents her son with a sabre 
v;hen sending iiim to v;or". 

About herself KOLOS OVA said that only 6 weeks ago he liad a tragedy 
at he:c hoiaH, her mother died. 

Source saw Kolossova ,Vilde and others to the Laguardia Airport, 

KOLOS OVA V7as very excited , aniotio>'!al, and with tears in her ej^es IcLssed 
Source for good-by, 

KOLOSSOVA also told Source that in case TOLOPKO viill vrrite anything 

about the meeting and the cocktail-party he mil have to show it. tm Source and 

get her approval, Slie ctld not want that "those people " (mq^cing progreG-rdves) 

\iOuld spoil anything, (H,B. Next day TOLOPKO read his note in:°''''8o^Hail-party an^ 
meeting on telephone to Soiu’ca.) 

3, KOZM was also fuj.l of proise and delight about the meeting iai Georfl 
Washington Hotel, " Ihe most precious and memorable tiling I shall bring from 
New York will be the meeting vdth emigres", "I never forget these two evenings"

about it. That's a pity v;e can urite about K^ur papers and in those of 
pi’ogressives because it v/ould be much better if all Ukrainian press would 
v/rite about it". 


4,Similar line was taken by BASH , He called progressives "a big trash", 

"donfesslng" to Source he said that they were already so fed up i/ith their 

that 

progressives friends /\t hey wmtld even resign from their trips to Araerica to 


avoid meeting them, B^it tliis trip changed ever^^thing corapletely. Their meeting 
at the cocktail-party and at the hotel brought something nevf, fresh, envigorating , 
it raised their spirits, gave sense to their future visiting tliis countiy. 

And again : "V/e need your help, you have strength, brains, possibilities, we 
have to help each other", " We are cliildran of the same Mother, you have 
strength and we have it too. We have to combine our poviers, we have to do many 
things together, then our results will be doubled, tripled,.," 

"Don't make Russians out of us in eyes of the world, we are Ukrainians and we 
never give uri our nationality, "'I Do people who sraear us as Russian stooges realize 
vrhat a harm they are doing to our nation?". 


5, Al]/the others were topped, hoiv^evar, by ZARUDNYY. Ha Imew only superlatives 
in praising emigres he met in New York, "You knovr - he said - after the 
meetir^ we sat until 5 o'clock in the morning and discussed what saw and 
heard at the raeeting", " It was beyond our imagihation and comprehension", 

" I could never believe my eyes that we and you , despite all the political 
differenced, could meet together primarily as Uirrainians, as brothe:gf^. and discuss 
our common problems ", "The impact of tliis fact v,d.ll leave an unforgeteable 
imprint on my mind ", 



" We are just like tvx> parts of the sane sheaf - half in the Ukraine-and half in 
anigration, v;e have to bind these two parts into one Despite our political 
di,' rences there are aany tilings we can do together for the coomon v/elfare of 
Ukrainian people". 

He personally will tell everybody about liis meetings with emigres, ha will 
also write about tha^, talk on television ,and at public and pEivate meetings in the 
Ukraine, 


5* In room 1407 (at Governor Clinton Hotel) Soui-ce saw KAY30R0DA and 


tiis v/ife. On thas occasion she learned that KAYBORODA’S v/ife was told on last 
Suhday that there was no room in the car and therefore she could not accompany 
her husband to the cocktail party. Source said that thds was not true a so but 
M’s wife only shrugged her shoulders, the beginning they were in company of 
Dr KURILINA Tatyana and Kolossova's secretary, Theji Source stayed only with 
HAYBORODAS, He was also very appreciative for the raaetings v.mth emigres and 
stressed " such meetings \iere needed". He was satisfied vxith vrhat he sa\j at the

meeting and "found nothing in wlvat was said by erdgres tliat imiuld ofl'end him- 
personally" . 

HAYBORODA asked Ills wife about "something he v;as looling for" and Source 
understood it as an Indication that he was going to give her something without 
vitnessas, He \ias very nervous ,lis hands trembled, Everj’- 3 to 4 mnutes or so 
ZARUDI'TYY entered the room under different silly pretexts; either he was 
looking for a book, or v/anted to have cigarette, or just came to make a remark 
about the sdmfcv weather or Rev; York, At one time MAYBORODA drop;;;ed his cigarette 


out of mouth, he vras that nervous and angrj". It v;as obvious tmt ZARYDiTlY 
\ratched ID^YBORODAS, Finally, they had to leave for the Airport and MAYBORODA 
presented Soiu’ce only with, one of his records. 

At the Airport MAYBORODA’ S wife became ill, there wns sometliing wrong 


with her heart, KURiLINA and iiBLETOVA took care of her .

7, On 3 UeC 1964 Source was telephoned by^ STA3IUK Piaton who told her 
that LEVISKCKEIUCO was arriving next morning in liejj York but will proceed at once 
to V/Ashington ,D,C, to join Kolos/sova’s group. This was told to STASII^by an un- 
identified member of the Soviet Mission in New York v:ho spoke Foissian and did not 
want to tell his name. According to STASIUK , LEvISHGUSBItO wo'uld like to see 
Source either in New York or still better in Washington, Later on Dr LETYTSICYI 
spoke on phone to Source again about the same matter suggesting that she could 
probably^ m.G 3 t LEVISHChlEMO in Toronto, Canada v/here - as he told her - she had an 
old Professor of her^',by^ the name ZSlSrPiY and she could visit him on this 
occasion. 

In the beginning Souirce thought tliat LE’/ISIIGUSI-iKO might be tryring to 
"concaal sometliing from K'-^'LOSSOVAfi and therefore used 3TA3IUK as intermediary’ to 
contact her. She was planning event-ualljr to go to Gliicago,Ill. On 4 Dec 1964 
c'o night she called Hotel Pick Congfess in Chicago , located BaSH ( who did not 
recognise her voice) and told her that LINTSIIGIIEMO ’was together with KORCHEGA 
in a different room but he could not say’ its number. On the whole there seemeci 
"iio be some difficulty in locating LEFIiUiGiiEiiKO, in view of t'aat Source decided to 
wait until she gets some news from LEVISliGIiElKO or KOLOo-.-OVA, Eventually ,siao 
'would not lioind to go to Toronto ot Montreal,
